The Missouri Highway Commis- 
sion today reaffirmed its choice 
of-a-route for the eastward ex- 


tension of the Daniel Boone Ex- 
préssway in St. Louis and St. 


Louis county, thereby opening 


the way for a start on right of 
way-acquisition. 

Refusing to consider further 
any deviation from that route or 
suggestions for an alternative 


route made at a public hearing 
here last Sept. 8, the commis- 
sion apparently closed the door 
to _any further protests. 

As a result of protests about 
suggested routes, U.S. Highway 
40-has been dead-ended at a 
point just west of Brentwbod 
boulevard for several years while 
traffic congestion has mounted 
steadily in the area to the east 
of ‘it. 

“After a careful consideration 
of the points raised and an ex- 
haustive study of the statements 
submitted, the commission de- 
clines to change its previous ac- 


tion;” a prepared statement said. | 


Traffic Relief. 


"The approved location 
through Richmond Heights will 
provide the greater relief to 
traffic congestion in the shortest 
time with the minimum expendi- 
ture of funds. 

“When the expressway is 
eventually completed in ail 
stages, it will be a six-lane free- 
way throughout its length. The 
estimated cost of the approved 
route with six lanes is approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 legs than a 
comparable facility on the sug- 
gested south route through Ma- 
pleWood.” 

It was pointed out by the com- 
mission that the route selected 
would require the taking of few- 
er homes and would provide an 
expressway at least one and one- 
half miles shorter than the 
south-Maplewood line, It is also 
said to be more adapted to con- 
struction and immediate use of 
completed stages as funds be- 
come available. 

As. fast as a section of the 
Richmond Heights route is com- 
pleted it will be put into use, 
Harris D. Rodgers, chairman of 
the: commission, said. The south 
rolite, he added, would require 
virtual completion before any of 
it could be used. 

~ Comparative Costs. 

He said further that the re- 
jected route would require a 
much greater accumulation of 
funds. Estimated over-all cost 
of.the Richmond Heights route, 
inéluding right of way and con- 
struttion, is $31,000,000, he said.

FIGHT LIKELY 


OVER INCOME TAX CLAUSE 


Gore Expected to Raise Question of Wheth- 
er Letting Combine Write Levy Into 
Rates Violates Law.

WASHINGTON, . 13—A 
fierce new debate over the pro- 
posed Dixon-Yates power con- 
tract was shaping up today, 
threatening the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s apparent effort to 
rush the deal through before the 
new Congress arrives in January. 

The debate is expected to cen- 
ter on income tax provisions of 
the long-secret contract, a final 
draft of which was obtained by 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday. It 
gives the private power combine 
a virtual risk-free guarantee of 
earning 9 per cent on invested 
capital of $5,500,000. 

The proposed agreement al- 
lows the private utilities group 
to figure federal income taxes 
into its “basic capacity charge” 
to be paid by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Dixon-Yates also can revise 
its rates every three months, 
under the contract, to take care 
of any future tax increases and 
prospective Zavorable rulings by 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

The Oct. 1 contract draft, the 
ninth to be drawn up in three 
months of negotiations, contains 
these other provisions, pro- 


tective to Dixon-Yates but like- 
ly to lead to sharp debate: 

1. Without consent of the 
AEC, the Dixon-Yates group 
may pledge or transfer the 
contract at any time to pay 
debts connected with con- 
struction of the $107,250,000 
steam-electric generating 
plant at West Memphis, Ark. 

2. The utilities group is 
freed of responsibility if it 
ever fails to deliver electricity 
because of “cause beyond con- 
trol of the company”—but the 

AEC must keep up its pay- 

ments to the private group as 

if service had been continu- 
ous. 

Senator Albert Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, a leading critic of the 
disputed agreement, is expected 
to raise the question of whether 
income tax provisions comply 
with the Gore amendment which 
Congress enacted as part of the 
new Atomic Energy Act. The 
amendment prohibits the Atomic 
Energy Commission from con- 
tracting for “direct payment or 
direct reimbursement” of any 
federal income taxes for any of 
its contractors working for 
profit. 

Gore called the income tax

OK’S FLUORIDATION 
MONEY BILLS

Two measures to appropriate 
funds for fluoridation of the 
city’s water supply, authorized 
in a bill signed earlier this 
week by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, were approved today by 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment and recommended 
for passage by the Board of 
Aldermen, 

One of the bills, as originally 
introduced in the aldermanic 
board, would have provided $40,- 
000 for -purchase of fluorides. 
The other would have appropri- 
ated $50,000 for purchase and 


installation of equipment to in- 


troduce the fluorides into the 
water. The estimate body re- 
duced the amounts to be pro- 
vided by the bills, respectively, 
to $20,000 and $25,000. 

The cuts were recommended 
by Comptroller Milton Carpen- 
ter, who said studies made had 
indicated the amounts origi- 
nally recommended were larger 
than would be required. The 
Mayor agreed and voted with 
Carpenter for approval. 

President Charles E. Albanese 
of the Board of Aldermen voted 
against approval of the bills, 
saying he still is opposed to 
fluoridation of the water be- 
cause it is “mass medication.”

He was turned over to 
a Deputy United States Marshal 
and placed in City Jail. 

Former Iowa Convict. 

The 69-year-old former Iowa 
convict was arrested last Satur- 
day at his- home, 4170 Lafayette 
avenue, after St. Louis police 
and the Post-Dispatch were told 
that a man was injured seriously 
in the premature explosion of a 
bomb about four weeks ago. 
Love’s body bears marks of re- 
cent injuries, which City Hos- 
pital physicians said were the 
result of “some sort of an ex- 


plosion.” 


Love told police he was 
thrown through the windshield 
of an automobile in a highway 
accident near Springfield, IIL, 
last month. He said the auto- 
mobile was driven by a woman 
friend, whom he refused to 
identify. He would give no other 
details of the accident, which 
he said was not reported to 
Illinois authorities. 

Refuses to Name Driver. 

He was brought into court to- 
day by Assistant United States 
Attorney William K. Stanard, 
who informed Judge Moore that 
Love yesterday told the grand 
jury he had been in an accident 
near Springfield, but refused to 
name the driver or answer ques- 
tions on the ground he might 
incriminate himself.

Construction of a $33,300,000 
uranium ing plant on a 
site at Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works in St. Charles county is 
expected to start by the end of 
this year, an Atomic Energy 
Commission spokesman said to- 


site for the new plant, whicn 
will employ 1300 persons, was 
announced yesterday. AEC offi- 
cials emphasized that their ex- 
pansion program here irivolves 
no atomic explosion danger or 
radioactivity hazard to the 
public. 

The work in this area involves 
simply the chemical processing 
of natural and concentrated 
uranium ores which are neither 
explosive nor highly radioactive, 
they said. 

It was pointed out that the 
Weldon Spring works, a three- 
year construction project, is an 
expansion of the same opera- 
tion which has been carried on 
since 1942 by Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works of St. Louis at 
65 Destrehan street. 

The Mallinckrodt concern, 
which developed a method large- 
scale purification of uranium ore 
early in World War II,. will op- 
erate the Weldon Spring plant. 
In addition, $6,500,000 will be 
spent to enlarge the existing St. 
Louis works, which already rep- 
resented a $17,500,000 Govern- 
ment investment. 

Announcement of the AEC’s 
program for this area was made 
by S. R. Sapirie, manager of the 
commission’s Oak Ridge (Tenn.)

Operations Explained. 
In an ‘interview yesterday, 
Fred H. Belcher, 


explained why the St. Louis op- 
erations do not involve the haz- 
ards often associated in the pub- 
lic mind with the handling of 
nuclear materials. 

“We deal only with natural 
level uranium,” he-said, adding 
that the natural ores, or concen- 
trates of natural ores, receive a 
chemical processing which does 
not alter their isotopic content.

For example, the natural 
uranium has 99.3 per cent of 
U-238, which is non-fissionable, 
and only about .7 per cent of 
the much-publicized U-235 iso- 
tope. Isotopes are different 
forms of the same element, hay- 
ing the same chemical charac- 
teristics but different atomic 
weights and nuclear. character- 
istics. * 

The uranium ores reach St. 
Louis in 30 and 55 gallon steel 
drums which can be handled 
without any special precautions. 
The refined metal is shipped out 
in ones wooden. boxes.

HAITI HURRICANE 
TOLL PUT AT 200 


Aux Cayes Hard Hit — 
Prison Hospital, 
Homes Believed 
Swept Into Sea. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Oct. 
13 (AP)—Mounting unofficial re- 
ports of death and destruction 


from hurricane Hazel put the 


toll at Aux Cayes alone, the 
major town on Haiti's stricken 
southwest peninsula, at 200 dead 
and 350 injured. 

Aux Cayes has a population of, 
20,000. Previous reports said 
Jeremie, the peninsula’s second- 
ranking city, was almost entire- 
ly swept into the sea. 

A radio report from Marfranc 
rubber experimental station in 
the area hit yesterday said two 
men from Jeremie reported: 

The prison hospital was swept 
away. Homes of nuns and priests 
were washed into the sea and 
the bank damaged. Most of the 
smaller homes in the town van- 
ished under the pounding of the 
hurricane-driven waters. 


Storm ‘That Battered 
Strikes Southeast 


‘MIAMI, Oct. 13 (UP)—Hur- 
ricane Hazel was buffeting the 
southeast Bahamas today after 
a devastating trip across west- 
ern Haiti, flooding towns and 
killing many persons. 

Meager communications made 
it impossible to arrive at am ac- 
curate casualty figure, but re- 
ports from the thickly-populated 
island spoke of at least 200 
deaths or injuries. At least 800 
persons were homeless in the 
city of Aux Cayes in southern 
Haiti. 

Weather forecasters warned 
that the hurricane might regain 
its full strength over open water. 
The Bahama islands battened 
down as far to the north as 
Nassau. 

The United States Weather 
Bureau at Miami estimated the 
top winds of 115 miles an hour 
that hit Haiti had diminished to 
80 or 90 miles an hour, 

The hurricane at mid-day was 
advancing across Great Inagau 
Island in the Bahamas and was 
moveing north-north-northeast 
at about six miles an hour. 

The storm brushed harmlessly 
past the United States naval 
base at Guantanamo bay on 
Cuba’s eastern shore but 
slammed with full might into 
Haitian cities across the wind- 
ward strait from Cuba. 

Flash floods cascading down 
Haiti’s 7000-foot-high mountains 
cut roads between two big pen- 
insulas jutting into the strait, 
isolating them from the capital 
of Port au Prince. 

Reports from Aux Cayes, 
Haiti's third largest city with a 
population of 11,000, in the 
southern peninsula listed “‘many 
deaths” and indicated the sur- 
rounding province suffered ex- 
tensive damage. 


SNOW FALLS ON KOREA FRONT 


SEOUL, Oct. 13 (AP) — The 
first snow flurries of the fall 
season fell yesterday on United 
Nations army units in the north- 
east sector of the inactive Ko- 
rean war front.

Power & Light Co. 

Dixon is one of the principals 
in the controversial Dixon-Yates 
group which is seeking approval 
of a $107,000,000 plant at West 
Memphis, Ark., to send electric 
power through Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority public power 
ines.

A tape recording transcript of 
the press conference showed 
that, instead of “the kennel-fed 
dog would sit back on his 
haunches and yelp,” Wilson 
said “the kennel dogs just sit 
on their fanny and yell.” 

Wilson’s statement seemed 
to have little effect on the up- 
roar over his remarks. Demo- 
crats and labor leaders de- 
nounced him and even some Re- 
publicans, several of them facing 
hard fights for election, were 

’ critical. Comment came from 
virtually the length and breadth 
of the country. 


Walter Reuther, CIO president 
who has demanded that Presi- 
. dent Eisenhower either require 
Wilson to retract his statements 
or dismiss him from the Cabinet, 
caved a press conference at De- 
troit after Wilson issued yes- 
terday’s statement. 

“The brutal, simple truth {s 
that when Mr. Wilson thought of 
workers he thought of dogs,” 
Reuther asserted. 

“Frankly,” he _ said, “we 
thought we had done a better 
job of educating Mr. Wilson.” 

Reuther said the Secretary 
had given the Communists “a 

. i great psychological weapon.” 
__ “The Communists will use Mr. 
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Wilson's statement most effec- 
tively,” he said. 

“Mr. Wilson is either stupid or 
callously indifferent. I don’t be- 
lieve he's stupid.” 


In Ithaca, Senator Irving M. 
Ives, the Republican candidate 
for Governor of New York, said 
today “I wholly disapprove” of 
Wilson’s reference to dogs in 
discussing unemployment. Ives 
said the Secretary's statement 
“indicates a lack of understand- 
ing of conditions as they are—it 
was most unfortunate.” 

Representative Shepard Crum- 
packer (Rep.), Indiana, declared 
Wilson should resign. Crumpack- 
er said he ‘regards Wilson as 
“too great a burden for any ad- 
ministration to carry.” 

Republican Representative 
James C. Auchincloss of New 
Jersey telegraphed Wilson he 
was “shocked beyond words at 
the remarks you are reported to 
have made... and respectfully 
suggest that you have outlived 
your usefulness as a member of 
the President's cabinet.” 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
(Rep.), Mcssachusetts, said Wil- 
son’s remark was “unfair to 
many of our good citizens.” 

Senator John Sherman Cooper 
(Rep.), Kentucky, said he con- 
sidered Wilson's statement “in- 
excusable and I criticize it with 
all my strength. It should be re- 
tracted.” 

Defender of Wilson. 

John Feikens, Michigan State 

Republican chairman, called 
Reuther’s telegram to Mr. Eisen- 
hower the “outcry by the social- 
ist master of the Democratic 
party.” ; 
Feikens said he would “match 
Secretary Wilson's concern for 
his neighbors and friends who 
are temporarily out of work 
against Reuther’s any time.” 

Senator’ Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, said Wilson 
“missed an opportunity to keep 
a civil foot in his mouth.” He 
said the remark, if true, was 
“unfortunate, especially if it ex- 
presses the philosophy of a pub- 
lic servant in regard to unem- 
ployed people.” 

Senator Paul Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, said that “Secretary of 
Defense Wilson ought immedi- 
ately to apologize to the Ameri- 
can people.” 

“Mr. Wilson needs to be in- 
formed that the American work- 
ers are not dogs,” Douglas said, 
“and that the loss of job and 
family meal tickets to them is 
not a laughing matter.” 

Alben W. Barkley said at Mays- 
ville, Ky., that Wilson's state- 
ment “just came out naturally 
because it expressed the politi- 
cal philosophy of Mr. Wilson and 
the Republican party.” The for- 
mer vice president, who is the

“You are, of course, aware 
of the urgency of completing this 
matter, and we should accord- 
ingly appreciate receiving your 
opinion at your earliest conve- 
nience,” the AEC’s letter said. 


No Reply From Brownell. 


No reply from Brownell was 
included in the correspondence, 
although the ‘AEC’s urgent re- 
quest for an opinion was dated 
Oct. 1

The correspondence also in- 
cluded an opinion from William 
Mitchell, general counsel of the 
AEC, holding that the proposed 
contract complied with the Gore 
amendment. Mitchell quoted 
Gore as saying in Senate debate 
last summer that he opposed only 
direct Government payment or 
reimbursement, not rates high 
enough to enable a contractor to 
pay his taxes. 

The Dixon-Yates group has 
formed the Mississippi Valley 
Generating Co. which would 
build and operate the steam- 
electric plant to supply 600,000 
kilowatts of power to TVA in 
exchange for the same amount 
now supplied by TVA to the 
AEC for use at Paducah. 

Gore has made it clear also 
that he opposed giving a private 
firm “complete immunity from 
taxes” or a guarantee of a cer- 
tain profit after taxes. 

Except for its own investment 
of $5,500,000, the Dixon-Yates 
combine plans to borrow the 
rest of the $107,250,000 esti- 
mated cost of the steam-electric 
generating plant at West Mem- 
phis.

‘Act of God’ Clause. 


The “act-of-God” provision 
says the company shall not be 
held responsible for damage to 
AEC for failure to deliver power 
because of “an act of God, fire, 
flood, explosion, strike, sabo- 
tage, an act of the public enemy, 
civil or military authority, in- 
surrection or riot, an act of the 
elements, failure of equipment, 
or inability to obtain or ship 
materials or equipment because 
of the effect of similar causes 
on suppliers or carriers, 


“Non-delivery on account of 
any such causes,” the contract 
continues, “shall not relieve the 
AEC from its obligation to pay 
the company any charges pay- 
able hereunder except to the 
extent that such charges may 
include payments for which the 
company is compensated by in- 
surance or otherwise...” 

Cost Analysis Included. 


A cost analysis included with 
the documents estimated the an- 
nual cost to the Government 
under the Dixon-Yates contract 
at $20,746,000 including Federal 
income taxes, and $18,465,000 not 
including the Federal income 
taxes. These figures were for 
an assumed fuel cost of 19 cents 
per million B.T.U. 

The analysis showed that, with 
the taxes included, Dixon-Yates 
power would cost. the Govern- 
ment 3.99 mills per kilowatt 
hour—higher than any other 
AEC power source except Elec- 
tric, Energy Inc. This firm, 
made up of utility companies in- 
cluding Middle South and Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri, is build- 
ing a plant at Joppa, Ill, to 
supply the AEC at Paducah.

It 
should be noted to the credit 
of the general staff that it was 
the only. agency which attempted 
to get rid of Hitler. It would 
have succeeded had he not led 
a charmed life. 

The other difference between 
the German General Staff and 
most other general staffs is that 
the members were carefully se- 
lected for assignment toe the 
general staff early in their ca- 
reers and remained general 
staff officers. They were given 
tours of duty with troops peri- 
odically. In most armies the 
general staff is not a perma- 
nent corps. Officers of infantry, 
artillery, etc., are assigned to

Cut Hits G.0.P. 
In Minnesota

J tne’ you want to get an idea of 


the impact of the Eisenhower 

farm program on the politics 
of Minnesota, it is not a bad 
idea to come to Kanabec county. 

This reporter came to Kana- 
bec county with Minnesota’s Re- 
publican senatorial nominee, Val 
Bjornson, a solid, humorous, in- 
telligent, hard-hitting but fair- 
minded man who does high cred- 
it to his party. 

Bjornson is an Icelander by 
origin, learned among other 
things in the great Icelandic 
sagas, and he was chanting the 
sagas’ bold rhythms as he pulled 
into this pleasant little town of 
Mora. From the “burning Nijal 
and Bergthora and the sheer 
glory of Sharphedinn’s fight a 
thousand years ago, it was an 
odd transition to the pleasant, 
quiet, tree-shaded Mora main 
street. 

Editer Gives Statistics. 


The first stop was the office 
of the country weekly, where 
the shrewd young editor gave 
the statistics that posed -Val 
Bjornson’s problem. In 1952, 
Kanabec county gave Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 2200 votes to 1700 
for Adlai Stevenson. But in 
the recent primary, when the 
turnout was of course smaller, 
there were only 908 Republican 
votes for Val Bjornson against 


1250 Democratic-Farmer-Labor 
votes for Senator Hubert 
Humphrey. 


“I hope I’m wrong, but I’m 
afraid it shows the trend,” said 
the editor. “And if this is the 
trend, then the cause is the cut 
in farm support prices. That 
really hurt our people here.” 

After a neighborly cup of 
coffee in the pressroom, Val 
Bjornson strode down Main 
street, shaking hands as he 
went, to the cerner where his 
sound truck was waiting. A 
crowd of perhaps 30 hardy, 
work-worn but upstanding-look- 
ing men and women greeted the 
Republican candidate in friendly 
fashion, and listengd.quietly to 
his speech. 

‘Support ike’ Theme. 

“Support Tké/? was the Bjort- 
son theme; and he was eloquent 
and effectivé in his plea until 
he camé to the. farm program. 
He admitted that Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson had made 
bad mistakes, but rather lamely 
urged that Ike must: still be 
supported. All the same, there 
was applause at the ‘finish. 
After the speech came coffee 
and a fairly gloomy report from 
the Republican ladies gathered 
in Ed and Esther’s Cafe, and 
then the next item on the sched- 
ule was a plowing contest. 

The contest was held on a 
green hill in a sun-warmed 
landscape of neat houses and 
barns and still-green fields and 
woodlets glowing with autumn’s 
cock pheasant colors. Twenty 
or more farmers had gathered 
for the contest, and Bjornson 
made his speech again, shortly 
but effectively, in the interval 
between the plowing and the 
beginning of the tractor driving. 
The winner of the plowing con- 
test, a sunburned, sinewy, quiet 
spoken young dairy farmer, 
stood on one side, listening to 
Bjornson with a group of his 
friends. His plowing success had 
pleased him,* although ,he was 
deprecating about it — “Hell,” 
he said, “it’s like puttin’ in 
corn. You never think you're 
doin’ any good till it comes up.”

Barely Enough 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was just wondering what is go- 
ing to happen to us old people who 
draw old-age assistance and social 
security. 

We got a small raise of $5 for 
September On our social security. 
And then my rent was raised from 
$20-a month to $31 starting Nov. 1. 
And then last Saturday I got a letter 
from the state old-age assistance 
saying my old-age check for Novem- 
ber 1954 would be cut the amount 
that my social security check was 
raised! 


The Government is trying to give 
the old people a little, but our good 
state law makers have fixed it so 
we can only get barely enough to 
get by on. 


So ‘ghould be done about 


The Dixon-Yates contract has finally been un- 
veiled after weeks of official secretiveness. While 
it has still not yet been made public, the Post- 
Dispatch has obtained a copy and the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy has been provided 
with copies. On first glance, these are among 
the questions it raises: 

Why should the Government take all the risks 
and still guarantee to a “chosen instrument” 
syndicate a 9 per cent return on equity capital? 
Equity capital ordinarily earns a higher return 
than bonds because it carries a greater risk. If 
there is no risk here, why should the rate of 
return be so high? 

Costs of power under Dixon-Yates, including 
federal income taxes, will be the highest of any 
AEC source except the Electric Energy syndicate 
at Joppa, Ill. Why should the Government sad- 
dle the AEC with these costs when millions could 
be saved every year by having the power sup- 
plied by the Tennessee Valley Authority? 

The inducements that have been made to 
TVA to persuade its board of directors to go 
along with this arrangement for Dixon-Yates to 
supply it with a large block of power are not 
apparent so far. But Public Power magazine 
said before the contract was disclosed that “the 
final version of the contract may show that 
substantially all the additional costs of Dixon- 
Yates would be borne by AEC rather than TVA.” 

The statement by the new TVA chairman, 
Gen. Vogel, after limited release of the con- 
tract, that under ordinary conditions the con- 
tract’s provisions would not “affect TVA’s costs,” 
seems to bear out this prediction. 

If so, the subsidy paid to the syndicate for its 
high-priced power would be paid by every tax- 
payer. And the taxpayers would keep on paying 
these millions in unproductive and unnecessary 
subsidy year in and year out. 

The hearings on the proposed contract before 
the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy are now 
scheduled to start Nov. 4. It is becoming increas- 
ingly evident that these hearings cannot con- 
scientiously be a matter of only a few days if 
the hearings are to be at all adequate. 

Every opportunity should be given, not only 
for the opposition to present its facts and its 
arguments, but also for the sponsors of the 
proposed contract to tell the country what justi- 
fications they see for this far-fetched and ex- 

travagant arrangement. 

That will take time, for the questionable as- 
pects of this piece of business are many and 
devious. 
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The Lawyers Take on a Job 

The Lawyers’ Association of St. Louis has 
taken it upon itself to perform a useful public 
service at City Jail and the Workhouse. A com- 
mittee headed by Judge Louis Comerford of the 
Court of Criminal Correction will survey the 
institutions with respect to crowding, food, mo- 
rale, welfare and rehabilitation. These are items 
that deserve careful and continuing attention, 
and the association is to be commended for vol- 
unteering to check on them. The committee also 
might see how long prisoners who cannot make 
bond are held in the jail awaiting trial. Exces- 
sive waits violate the individual’s constitutional 
guarantee of a speedy trial, and deserve to be 
vigorously protested against. 
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How to Get Expressways 

The City Administration 183 studying the possi- 
bility that it might be able to speed up comple- 
tion of three new expressways into St. Louis by 
handling the financing itself. That could mean 
expressways within five years instead of the 
15- or 20-year wait contemplated under the pres- 
ent program. 

Construction money would come from a bond 
issue voted by St. Louisans. The indebtedness 
then could be paid off at about $8,000,000 a year, 
a sum representing the expected annual federal- 
state contribution to expressway construction in 
the city. This is a kind of installment-buying 
plan and, considering the pressing needs, it 
certainly makes sense. 

If St. Louis could use this method to pay for 
construction, St. Louis county could employ it 
as well. If both programs went forward simul- 
taneously, expressway progress would be movin 
at a rapid clip indeed. ; 

What now looms as the biggest difficulty is 
getting agreement on where the routes shall be 
marked out. So far as the Highway Department 
is concerned, routes of the Mark Twain (north) 
and Daniel Boone (west) are all buttoned up. 
Local opposition has developed in Richmond 
Heights to the Daniel Boone, but even that 
need not be the overpowering obstacle it seems. 

If the County Council would weigh the total 
public interest against the strictly personal in- 
terest of the Richmond Heights minority, there 
would be no question as to what the Council 
should do. The people have granted the state 
the power of condemnation to cover just such a 
case as this. 

Everyone seems to agree that expressways 
are essential to the future of this area. Now 
that it is clear that neither money nor local op- 
position is an insurmountable hurdle, it is high 
time to move ahead in high gear. 
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A Victory for Western Defense 

Premier Mendes-France won a handsome vic- 
tory in the French National Assembly when he 
received a 350 to 113 vote of confidence that in- 
dorsed the London accord for rearming West 
Germany. It came only nine days after the For- 
eign Ministers of the nine Western Allied 
nations signed the London pact, successor to 
the European Defense Community which was 
scuttled in the French National Assembly. 

But this heartening victory won by Mendes- 
France does not mean that Germany is assured 
of being allowed to carry its share of the burden 
of defending Europe. It simply means that the 
energetic Mendes-France, who staked his office 
on the success of the vote, is now empowered 
to begin the arduous task of negotiating a trea- 
ty for rearming West Germany and submitting 
it to the National Assembly. He has a rough 
path ahead of him. 

The Socialists, for example, who gave him a 
solid bloc of 100 votes to offset the 99 Commu- 
nist votes, must hold a special national party 
convention to determine the Socialist attitude 
when the treaty comes up for ratification. 

The Premier will also have to mend his fences 
with such leaders as Paul Reynaud, wartime 
premier and a leading advocate of the now de- 
funet EOC who, addressing Mendes-France from 
the floor, said: “If you had spent half as much 
energy getting the EDC through Parliament as 
you have in getting an independent German 
army, you could have saved EDC.” Others, among 
them Rene Plevin, made it plain they wanted 
guarantees that would equal those that were in 
EDC against a remilitarized Germany. So, al- 
though Mendes-France still has the hardest 


part of his task ahead of him, the West is 
definitely marching forward at an accelerated 
pace. It is small wonder that Soviet Russia is 
beginning to voice concern. Once the new treaty 
is ratified the Kremlin may well be ready to 
come to an agreement about Europe. 
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Speaking of Dogs 

Whatever Defense Secretary Wilson’s strong 
suit may be, it is not public relations. On that 
there will be widespread agreement, including, 
no doubt, the political aids around Mr. Eisen- 
hower at Denver who found it expedient to move 
quickly to help Mr. Wilson out of his latest hole. 

What this key Eisenhower Cabinet member 
said to touch off the storm has been repeated 
by almost everybody. In discussing unemploy- 
ment—in Detroit of all places—he said that he 
has “a lot of sympathy for people where a sud- 
den change catches ’em.” But he has “always 
liked bird dogs myself. You know, one who'll 
get out and hunt for food rather than sit on his 
fanny and yell.” 

To start with, Secretary Wilson needs to brush 
up on his hunting dogs. No prize bird dog is 
turned loose to forage for himself. He is kennel- 
housed and kennel-fed and kept close track of 
when out in the field. 

But it is easier to overlook what the Defense 
Secretary does not know about hunting dogs 
than his application of the canine figure of 
speech to the nation’s unemployed persons, now 
totaling something more than 3,000,000. Republi- 
can nominees for the Senate in states with 
relatively high unemployment—Michigan, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts—were as quick as labor 
leaders to criticize the unfortunate remark. Gov. 
Stratton of Illinois took the extreme step of 
asking Mr. Wilson to cancel a Chicago speech. 

Actually the “dog” statement was hardly less 
offensive than that in which Mr. Wilson took a 
stand against using defense contracts to relieve 
unemployment. Showing remarkably little com- 
passion, he said: “This defense business is too 
serious to look at it as though it was just some- 
thing to dish out to keep somebody busy.” This 
reflects a singular unawareness on the part of 
an official who is in a position to contribute sub- 
stantially to the relief of joblessness. 

The Defense Secretary seems to have learned 
little about dealing with the American people 
since several Senators quoted him as telling the 
Senate Armed Services Committee in January, 
a year ago, that “What is good for General Mo- 
tors is good for the country.” He apparently is 
but little changed from the hostile Cabinet offi- 
cer who, when questioned at a meeting of air- 
craft executives by the president of Consolidated 
Vultee, former Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, re- 
torted: “I don’t know who the hell you are, but 
you sound like a Senator!” 

On the number of German submarines turned 
over to Russia, on the threat to American homes 
posed by Russia's bomb potential and on other 
important matters, Secretary Wilson has crossed 
up first one official and then another, including 
the President. How little he thinks of Govern- 
ment servants can be judged from his comment 
that a qualification for a man for a top Wash- 
ington job is “that he must be a damn fool, 
otherwise he would never consider coming 
down here.” 

The President has done what he can to smooth 
things over by saying he has never found his 
Secretary “indifferent to human misfortune.” 
Just the same, we suspect that Mr. Wilson will be 
confined to quarters until after Nov. 2. 
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A Fine American 

Nearly 10 years after the death of her world- 
famous husband, Mrs. Anna Eleanor Roosevelt 
has reached the age of 70. It is an occasion ap- 
propriately marked by her countless friends 
around the globe. For although she has been 
bitterly criticized, largely for partisan reasons, 
in this country, Mrs. Roosevelt is admired as no 
other American in lands where skins are colored 
and true friendship on the part of white men 
and women means more than anything else. She 
has made her mistakes—most people would have 
made far more in doing a fraction of: what she 
has accomplished—but she also has a long series 
of good works to her credit. Few citizens in such 
high estate have been so genuinely concerned 
with the welfare of the millions of men, women 
and children who make up the human race. May 
her days run on for a long time to come!

This is the Kearney report’s summary of what 
St. Louisans are spending unnecessarily on non- 
instructional services. in their school system. 
What is significant about the items is that all 
but one—finance and accounting—are the direct 
responsibility of the School Board’s Building 
department. 

The Building department truly deserves the 
appellation “out of this world.” It is an autono- 
mous empire created by state law, nurtured 
by the taxpayers and protected by those board 
members who are interested in patronage first 
and good schools second. It is headed by a com- 
missioner whose statutory authority is so great 
that he may hire and fire without approval of 
the School Board itself. : 

Moreover the commissioner has, or claims to 

have, statutory authority to maintain a captive 
architectural section that can and does dictate 
the kind of school that will be put up with the 
taxpayer’s money. An example is the $6,000,000 
five-story technical high school that is being 
huilt despite the opposition of the Superin- 
tendent of Instruction. The Kearney report says 
“It is a waste of the taxpayer’s money to build 
a building such as the new high school.” 
. There are countless other instances of waste 
and unnecessary spending detailed in the Kear- 
ney report and charged to the Building empire. 
For example, it costs $14.53 to refinish a desk 
if the work is done in the empire’s shops; the 
average costs of new desks is only $10.50. 

The big question now is whether the board is 
going to permit this kind of thing to continue. 
Pending changes in the law, there is much that 
can be done to curb the excessive financial appe- 
tite of this department and even bring it under 
control. The fact that this situation has been al- 
lowed to run on at a time when the instructional 
department has been pinched for funds is quite 
an indictment of the way things have been per- 
mitted to operate at 911 Locust street. 

The time for a showdown is fast approaching. 
Let those members of the board who are op- 
posed to maintaining the present swollen Build- 
ing department bring the issue to a head. No one 
will dare oppose them. ,

Canadian city adopts unique form of federated government to 
solve urban problems; central area, 12 suburbs unite to perform 
common functions while retaining autonomy over local af- 
fairs; property tax levy and provincial grants support council. 


From The Canadian Bank of Commerce Letter 


The concept “Metropolitan area” is 
as yet somewhat novel for North Amer- 
ica—particularly as to formal organiza- 
tion. Large urban areas, elsewhere, 
such aS London, England, have success- 
fully put the metropolitan theory into 
practice and have achieved far-reaching 
results. However, Toronto represents 
Canada’s first experiment with this s0- 
lution to the problem of “growth.” 


The Ontario Municipal Board heard 
evidence pertinent to this problem and 
studied the issues over a period of about 
three years. The suburbs did not relish 
losing their local autonomy but both 
the need for a broader administration 
over some services and the necessity 
of finding a solution were apparent. 

This bill has established a form of 
metropolitan government unique in 
North America. The individual suburbs 
retain their autonomy in certain fields, 
but the metropolitan government 4as- 
sumes the responsibility of providing 
certain metropolitan services required 
by the whole area. 

Thirteen municipalities constitute 
Metropolitan Toronto. The act pro- 
vides for the setting up of a Metro- 
politan Council which is responsible 
for supplying the metropolitan area 
with the services designated by the Act. 


Allocation of Functions 


The Council is composed of 25 mem- 
bers: the head of the elected council 
in each of the municipalities; the two 
members of Toronto’s Board of Con- 
trol who head the polls in the annual 
elections; the alderman who registers 
the greatest number of votes in each 
of Toronto's nine wards, and the chair- 
man, elected by the Council from among 
its members or from outside. 

Some of the activities that are now 
under Metropolitan authority are sew- 
age disposal; metropolitan water supply 
at the wholesale level; statutory welfare 
services, including homes for the aged 
and hospitalization and burial of indi- 
gents; all capital borrowing. i.e., issu- 
ance of debentures on behalf of both 
the Metropolitan authority ftself and 
of all local councils. 

Housing and financial aid to hospitals 
are examples of services where the 
Metropolitan Council and the local area 
municipalities have similar powers. 

Education comes under the Metropoll- 
tan School Board, although the day to 
day management of the school system 
has been left to the respective local 
school boards which also have the right 
to develop higher standards than the 
minimum laid down by the Board. 


To Make Taxation Equal

The individual suburbs have retained 
the power of the local collection of 
taxes. Each municipality's revenue falls 
into two divisions: that paid to the Met- 
ropolitan Council and that retained by 
the local council. 


Thus the mill rate is based upon the 


extent of the community's participation 
in metropolitan obligations plus the size 
of local expenditures. 


Effective Jan. 1, 1954, the Ontario 
Government initiated a system of un- 
conditional grants to all municipalities 
in the province. This was extremely 
important to those areas included in 
Metropolitan Toronto as it. aids the 
council in carrying out its duties and 
lessens the increase in the financial bur- 
den of the whole area. 


Centralizing Debentures 


All outstanding debentures of the 
local communities, covering services 
coming under central control, have been 
assumed by the Metropolitan Council. 
The Metropolitan Corporation now has 
the exclusive power to issue debentures 
for the local areas as well as on its own 
behalf. Thus, all subsequent capital 
expenditures for local municipal pur- 
poses are to be financed through the 
Metropoltan Council issuing deben- 
“tures on behalf of the local areas, who 
in turn make their principal and inter- 
est payments to the Metropolitan Cor- 
poration. 


The waterworks, sewage and drainage 
systems existing in all the 13 municipal- 
itles were assigned to the Metropolitan 
government who now bear the sole re- 
sponsibility for distribution to and col- 
lection from all the suburbs which look 
after only local deliveries and collec- 
tions. No compensation was given to 
the individual areas, but all the out- 
standing debt, with respect to the vest- 
ed assets assumed, was taken over. 

Generally speaking, arterial thorough- 
fares, insofar as they are designated 
part of the Metropolitan system, are 
now under metropolitan authority. 
County roads, within the metropolitan 
area, are classed as suburban and have 
reverted to the local municipality. 


An Open Door Ahead 


Administration of justice was made 
a metropolitan function although police 
and fire protection retained their status 
quo under local autonomy. These lat- 
tér two services may eventually be ab- 
sorbed by the Metropolitan Council but 
they did not appear to be problems re- 
quiring immediate action! Standards 
tend to vary as between:the suburban 
areas and to bring them all up to Toron- 
to’s level in one move would be an ex- 
pensive proposition, not viewed as ur- 
gent at the present time.

Between Book Ends 
Scholar and Adventurer 


BEYOND THE HUNDREDTH MERIDIAN, by Wal- 
a Stegner. (Hougton Mifflin Co., 43h Pqs., 


Mr. Stegner, tn a preface to his book, 
states that he is attempting to write a 
biography that is the history not of a 
personality but of a career; that he is 
not interested in John Wesley Powell 
as a man, but in the things he. accom- 
plished. However, in writing of the out- 
come of Mr. Powell’s many scientific en- 
terprises, the author gives us the 
picture to date of the man who ac- 
complished them. 

John Wesley Powell has a unique and 
enviable record. Enlisting in the Union 
Army at the age of twenty, he lost his 
right arm at Shiloh and gained the 
rank of major. Mustered out of service 
at the end of the Civil War, he became 
a professor of geology at Wesleyan 
University in Illinois. A short time 
later, during a trip to the West, he be- 
came interested in the Colorado River. 
This resulted in his taking his famous 
rowboat ride down 
the Colorado about 
which he wrote a 
book. 

Powell was not 
the first one to ex- 
plore the _ river. 
Others had made 
abortive attempts 
to explore it—Ash- 
ley in 1825; a 
trapper by the 
name of Julien in 
1836; Wm. Manly, 
bound for the Cali- 
fornia gold fields, 

Wallace Stegner in 1839; and Lt, 
Ives in 1857, but only Powell explored 
the whole terrible length of its rapids 
and chasms, making notes on geology, 
topography and meteorology as he went, 
Having only one arm was no hindrance 
—he was more vigorous and active than 
any of the men he took along with him. 

While Powell became _ well-known 
through his Colorado River explora- 
tions, his later scientific activities were 
of much greater national importance, 
The importance of irrigation for | the 
Western arid regions, for instance, was 
perhaps better understood by _ Powell 
than by anyone else of his time. In 
1878 Major Powell, then in charge of 
the Geographical and Geological Sur- 
vey of the Rocky Mountains, made hie 
famous “Report of the Lands of the 
Arid Regions of the United States” t6 
the then Secretary of the Interior, Carl 
Schurz. It was Major Powell who se* 
the isohyetal line of twenty inches of 
rainfall as the western limit of success- 
ful agriculture and stated that this line 
approximated the hundredth meridian, 
He was the first to submit plans for ir- 
rigation and land reclamation. 

Major Powell's interest in the Geo- 
Iggical Survey brought him into con- 
tact with the Indians and he later be- 
came the first head of the Bureau of 
Ethnology. The early massive volumes 
commissioned by the Bureau which ree 
constructed the American Indian civilie 
zation, can be traced to his personal in- 
terest in the matter. 


Mr. Stegner tells it all in a book that. 


is well written and well researched and 

in doing it he evaluates the arid West

N IOWA is found the pattern that seems prevalent generally in 
the congressional election picture this year.

Farmers, with others, were 
swayed by Gen. Eisenhower's 
promise to end the Korean war, 
one of the biggest worries among 
people in this state, and to re- 
duce spending, check inflation 
and cut taxes. They were sat- 
isfied that, with all that, he 
would be friendly to their spe- 
cial interests. 


‘Best Party’ Poll. 


There has been a change in 
the first two years of his ad- 
ministration. Here, as found 
elsewhere, there has been a 
shift back to the Democratic 
party by Democrats who strayed 
‘over to Gen. Eisenhower in 
1952. 

This swing is getting an 
added impulse, along with Re- 
publican converts, because of 
irritations of one sort and an- 
other with the Adrcinistration, 
revolving in this state chiefly 
about its farm program as in 
other predominantly agricultural 
states: 

This is illustrated by a recent 
Des Moines Register-Tribune 
poll dealing with the question 
as to which party is “the best 
party for people in your line of 
work?” While a poll among all 
categories just before the 1952 
election showed 38 per cent 
naming the Republican party 
and 33 per cent the Democratic, 
the current poll gives the line-up 
as 32 per cent naming Demo- 
crats and 29 Republicans. 


Gradual Shift On. 


For farmers only, the division 
now is 35 each for Republicans 
and Democrats, as compared 
with 39 naming the Republican 
party as best for its interests on 
the eve of the 1952 election, and 
36 the Democratic party. There 
is a sizable undecided vote, as 
in most polls in this state. 

What is happening now seems 
to be a gradual shift toward the 
Democrats; but in no sense an 
upheaval. It should be enough 
in this state, however, to re-elect 
Democratic Senator Guy M. Gil- 
lette because of natural and in- 
herent sources of strength he

has here due to his personal 
popularity and to an indepen- 
dence which sometimes found 
him at odds with both Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. 

It is still remembered here, 
for example, that Senator Gil- 
lette was one of those marked 
for the unsuccessful Roosevelt 
“purge” in the 1938 primary 
elections because the Senator 
was against the Roosevelt Su- 
preme Court “packing” bill. In 
conservative circles that was to 
the advantage of the handsome, 
silver-haired Senator. He always 
has received a substantial num- 
ber of Republican votes. 


Increase in Discontent. 


He will this year, according to 
the polls which show him run- 
ning ahead of his Republican 
opponent. The Republican sena- 
torial candidate is Representa- 
tive Thomas E. Martin, for 16 
years a member of the House of 
Representatives from Iowa's first 
district. He is not nearly so well 
known in the state at large as is 
the Senator. 


Martin is in the conservative 
wing of the party, unlike the 
Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, Attorney General Leo 
Hoegh, who is, in fact, advocat- 
ing a change of Iowa law to 
permit the “union shop” as a 
gesture to labor. For that apos- 
tasy, some Old Guard Repub- 
licans are refusing to contribute 
to his campaign. 

The assets enjoyed by the 
veteran Senator Gillette, his 
long public service in national 
office, his wide acquaintance in 
the state, his Republican sup- 
port, are not possessed by other 
Democratic candidates in this 
normally Republican state. 


Spotty Unemployment. 


Farm discontent seems most 
widespread in the dairy and 
livestock industries. Hog prices, 
a political barometer in Iowa, 
are down, the lowest of the 
year, though this is a seasonal 
matter. It was recognized, how- 
ever, by Agriculture Secretary 
Benson, who said in his recent 
campaign speech here that “the 
normal decline in hog prices is 
earlier than usual this year,” 
adding that they are above the 
levels of two years ago. 

The price of poultry and eggs 
is the lowest on record. Spotty 
unemployment exists in Des 
Moines, Davenport, Sioux City 
and Burlington. 

These factors help Democrats, 
who also this year have the 
best organization they have had 
in many years. It still cannot 
match the Republican organiza- 
tion, however; for the latter has 
the great advantagé which lies 
in patronage. 

Republicans have one United 
States Senator, all eight House 
members, the state government 


and control 85 per cent of the 
jobs at the courthouse level.

The revolt stopped at 4 p.m. 
yesterday, only 25 minutes after 

the nearly 300 milling rioters in | 

a large cell block were ordered 

to release the guards they held 

as hostages or else “face the 

consequences.” 

The ultimatum by Gov. Sigurd 
Anderson and Warden G. = 


ton Jameson came as 200 armed 
National Guardsmen, sheriff's 
deputies and other officers stood 
outside the block. 

The hostages, George Read 
and E. F. Lambertson, were 
freed and escorted to-safety by 
25 highway patrolmen, who were 
sent unarmed to the block gate. 

The guards said they hadn't 
been hurt or even seriously 
threatened. 

Gov. Anderson called the out- 
break an “unnecessary riot” and 
said he will order an investiga- 
tion into its cause. 

Earlier, the Governor had said 
a cause of the outbreak may 
have been agitation stemming 
from campaign charges of Fred 
Nichol, Democratic candidate 
for State Attorney General. 
Nichol had said that prisoners 
have been beaten and 
treated. 

Anderson denied Nichol’s alle- 
gations, calling them political. 
Anderson is a Republican. 

Nichol said he did not know 
the cause of the outbreak but 
added it probably could have 
been conditions at the prison. 

The revolt started as the pris- 
oners were finishing their eve- 
ning meal Monday. Using tear | 
gas, guards herded the rioters | 
into the cell block and snapped 
the heavy doors shut. 

At first there were three hos- | 
tages, but one of them, guard | 
Melvin De Young, was released | 
in the afternoon. The convicts 
said they freed him to show their 
“good faith” in their dealings on 
grievances. 

These included one “demand” 
—for an impartial committee to 
investigate prison conditions— 
and a list of “suggestions”—in- 
cluding additional medical at- 
tention, revision of pardon and | 
parole procedures, more recrea- | 
tion and a council to act as go- | 
between inmates and prison of- | 
ficials. 

However, Gov. Anderson, in | 
announcing the riot had ended, | 
said, “we have made no conces- | 
sions.”

“If he had to put a three-cent 
stamp on each piece of mail he 
has poured into California, just 
like the average citizen has to 
do,” Hall said, “the stamps alone 
would cost $240,000—that’s just 
about equivalent to a Congress- 
man’s salary for 19 years.” 

A mailing of more than 4,000,- 
000 pieces around June 1 “raised 
a storm of protest,” Hall’s state- 
ment said, but “now, in a cynical 
disregard for the taxpayer's 
money, he is sending 4,000,000 
copies of another personal 
epistle. to every boxholder and 


other post office address in his 
state.” 


Hall compared this total of 
8,000,000 with the last previous 
record of 2,000,000 pieces. 

Yorty’s mailing, Hall said, was 
a reprint of a Congréssional Rec- 
ord speech which Yorty did not 
deliver on the floor but had ex- 
tended in the appendix on Sept.

About 100 men, including 
about 30 radio technicians and 
a few information specialists, 


‘keep the ship both afloat and 


sounding off. This is less per- 
sonnel than an equivalent ship 
in routine naval service would 
carry. The achievements of this 
far-away little group of Ameri- 
cans are considerable. 

2 Languages. 

The Courrier transmits pro- 
grams in 12 languages. Most of 
the programs are simply relayed 
on, but some special broadcasts 
which require intricate and ex- 
act timing (such as messages on 
religious holidays) are actually 
sent on tape to the Courrier 
ahead of time and originate 
from here. 

It is expected that within a 
few weeks daily newscasts in 
Arabic, by a specialist to be 

tioned here, will become the 
live programs. “ 

According to reliable estl- 
mates here, the programs trans- 
mitted by the Courrier have a 
99 per cent record of getting 
through. The experts believe, 
according to their highly techni- 
cal findings, that the Soviets 
employ at least 1000 jamming 
stations, probably with about 10 
times as much personnel than 


the Voice of America employs 


to get the programs across. 

Despite this effort to block 
the American broadcasts, tech- 
niclans aboard here know that 
they are getting through every 
time the jamming stations get 
on the frequency on which the 
Courrier is transmitting. Its 
engineers then simply switch 
frequency slightly to get away 
from interference by the Com- 
munists. 

To make it more difficult for 
the Soviets’ and the satellites’ 
secret police and other inform- 
ers to locate the Voice’s audi- 
ence, all such tell-tale sounds 
as the national anthem have 
been dropped. 

The safer it is for the Cour- 
rier’s listeners to stay tuned, the 


more effectively can its mission 
be carried out.

The booming guns of the wa- 
terfowlers began in Michigan 
Oct. 1 in the Mississippi flyway 
and in North and South Dakota 
in the Central States flyway. 
The wandering migrants will be 
under constant gunfire until the 
season closes in certain parts of 
Louisiana and Mississippi Jan. 
10, 1955. One hundred two days 
will have elapsed before the 
shot-dodging, weary birds will 
find rest and repose in southern 
climes to feed and rest before 
journeying once again to their 
tradtional northern breeding 
grounds. 


In the Mississippi flyway the 
shooting of ducks and geese will 
begin in Missouri and Illinois 
Oct. 22 at noon and will con- 
tinue through Dec. 15. In Ar- 
kansas the waterfowl season 
opens at noon, Nov. 17, and lasts 
through Jan. 10. One impor- 
tant change in the regulations 
provides that hunting must end 
daily one hour before sunset, 
instead of at sunset as during 
last season. Last year the hunt- 
er was permitted to take one 
wood duck in the Mississippi 
flyway. Dut to a decline in 
the number of this small, native 
duck, they are forbidden game 
and none may be legally taken. 
3 P.M. Close in Illinois Area. 


A special regulation in effect 
in Alexander county of Illinois 
permits the shooting of water- 
fowl only between the hours of 
7 am. and 3 p.m. Thousan 
of Canadian honkers congregate 
on the refuge in this area and 
there is a wide diversion of opin- 
ion as to what effect the rule 
will have on the goose flight 
across the Mississippi river. In 
the vicinity of Commerce and 
Charleston, Mo., excellent goose 
shooting is afforded because 0 
the heavy concentration of Can- 
ada geese on the Illinois side. 
These geese start feeding in the 
late afternoon and wing their 
way across the river to feed 
the Missouri cornfields. 


Some are of the opinion that 


these feeding geese, being free | 909 


of harassment by the hunters 
after 3 p.m., will be content to 
stay within the Illinois area and 
not stray to the Missouri shores. 
Others advance the theory that 
Illinois gunfire at feeding time 
has in the past driven the mi- 
grants into the sanctuaries and 
that, since their feeding flight 
will remain virtually unmolested, 
they will wing their way more 
freely to the Missouri shores 
where shooting will improve 
greatly. 

Reports at this date indicate, 
on an over-all basis, that water- 
fowl populations this year will 
be slightly under last year’s but 
still above the five-year average. 
The gale of duck stamps for the 
1953-54 season in Missouri, Illi- 
nois and Arkansas was far below 
the 1952-53 figures. Missouri 
showed a net loss of 11,042; Illi- 
nois, 4959, and in Arkansas a 
drop of 35,625. Drouth condi- 
tions and “bluebird” weather 
were chiefly responsible for this 
sharp decrease. During the fis- 
cal year of 1953-54, there were 
2,271,430 stamps sold through- 
out the United States. 

Late Harvest Aids Ducks. 

Canadian reports, as well as 
those of the breeding grounds 
of the northern states, indicate 
that the duck population of the 
Mississippi flyway will be some- 
what below that of last year. In 
Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan there are areas where the 
population showed some in- 
crease, but in the majority the 
decreases were greater than the 
upswing. No doubt, the survey 
crews of the various federal, 
state and private families were 
the most complete of any previ- 
ous years. 

The late harvest of grain by 
the Canadian farmers saved 
thousands of ducks that other- 
wise would not have lived to fly 
southward. Ducks Unlimited did 
yeoman service in water manipu- 
lation in order to conserve the

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CANDIDATES DEBATE 
TAFT AT ON KETE 


Rep oe Sullivan Calls Law 
eighted’—Curran De- 
fends Injunction. 


Conflicting opinions as to the 
merits of the Taft-Hartley labor 
law were expressed last night 
by the United States Representa- 
tive Leonor K. Sullivan, Demo- 


_erat, and George W.. Curran, 
her Republican opponent for re- 
election in the Third District. 

They were guests on the Tues- 
day night “Soap Box” series tele- 
vised by St, Louis’s educational 
television station KETC (Chan- 
nel 9). The program, planned 
for a digcussion of commu- 
nity problems, is being devoted 
this month to interviews of 
candidates seeking major offices 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county. 

Mrs. Sullivan and Curran dif- 
fered sharply in their views on 
the Taft-Hartley law, after the 
question of its merits. had been 
raised by William A. Webb, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the AFL 
€entral Trades and Labor Union, 
one of the panel questioners. 

‘Weighted, Slanted.’ 

Mrs. Sullivan termed it “defi- 
nitely weighted and slanted in 
favor of business and against 
labor”* and said it is a “nui- 
sance”™ to labor when times are 
good, but has definite “union- 
busting provisions” which can 
hurt labor when times are bad. 

“I think we would be better 
off without labor regulations ex- 
cept -the injunction,” Curran 
said. “I believe the injunction 
is necessary because, if we have 
a force capable of imperiling the 
general welfare, and the govern- 
ment is incapable of dealing with 
it, then we have anarchy.” 

Both candidates agreed that 
unemployment is a problem lo- 
cally. Curran said it amounts 
to only 2 per cent of the popu- 
lation nationally, but it was 
pointed out that the St. Louis 
figure was 6 per cent. He and 
Mrs. Sullivan were interviewed 
during the first half.of the 90- 
minute show. 

County Problems. 

The second half of the pro- 
gram was devoted to a discus- 
sion of problems in St. Louis 
county with Democratic and Re- 
publican nominees for County 
Supervisor and four seats on the 
County Council. 

All of them said they favored 
the adoption of the proposed 
amendment to the county char- 
ter to create a county police de- 
partment which would supersede 
the present sheriff-constable sys- 
tem of law enforcement. 

Debate on the controversy be- 
tween the council and Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews on one 
side and the St. Louis County 
Board of Election Commission- 
ers, over what type of voting 
machines should be purchased 
for use in the county, became. 
somewhat heated. 

Charges by Democrats that the 
Republican-contrélled council did 
not want voting machines in use 
in the Nov. 2 general election 
were called “absolutely untrue” 


' by the Republicans. 


WABASH ASKS TO ABANDON 
CENTRALIA-COLUMBIA BRANCH

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 13— 
The Wabask Railroad Co. today 
asked the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission for authorty to 
abandon passenger train service 
on its branch line between Cen- 
tralia, Mo., and Columbia, and to 
substitute motor bus service. 

The branch line, which' con- 
nects Columbia with the Wabash 
main rail line between St. Louis 
and Kansas City, at Centralia, a 
distance of 26 miles, once was 
heavily traveled, before construc- 
tion of modern highways. 

The branch rail line would be 
continued in operation for freight 
service, and “football specials” 
for passengers would be operated 
for University of Missouri foot- 
ball fans, it was said, “as con- 
ditions warrant.” 


684 INCHES OF RAIN IN INDIA 
IN EIGHT MONTHS REPORTED 


CALCUTTA, India, Oct. 13 
(AP)—The frontier state of As- 
sam, the world’s wettest spot, 
has come up with a report that 
684.23 inches of rain fell at the 
village of Mawsyrnram from 
January to September. 

Assam’s planning and develop- 
ment minister, Baidyanath Moo- 
kerjee, disclosed the figure to- 
day. The village lies 38 miles 
from Shillong, the capital. Rain- 
fall averages more than 400 
inches annually on the south 
slopes of Assam’s Khasi hills. 

(In the United States, Mobile, 
Ala., leads in the average an- 
nual precipitation with 62.31 
inches.)

BRITISH CHURCH, 
LABOR PAPERS HIT 
AT U.S. COMICS 


- LONDON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
American crime and _ horror 
comics have come under fresh 


attack from two British sources 
which do not often get riled 
up about the same things. 

A recent issue of Church of 
England Newspaper gave most 
of its front page to an effort to 
“stop this torrent of poison.” 
The weekly ig an _ unofficial 
publication for the Anglican 
Church. 

Tribune, the newspaper of 
left-wing Laborite Aneurin Be- 
van, declared “this steaming 
pudding of horror, sex, vice and 
moronic fantasy is. the staple 
= matter of modern Amer- 
ca.” 

“To read some of these ‘comics’ 
is to be lost in a labyrinth of 
Freudiana, a sickening reminder 
of the depth to which human 
imagination can sink,” said the 
article in the church paper. It 
estimated that 60,000,000 comics 
or printing plates from which 
they are produced are imported 
in Britain every year. 

“We should bar the importa- 
tion of the American plates... 
until the U.S.A. can apply some 
system which guarantees that 
they will not harm young minds,” 
the article said. “We prohibit 
the importation of dirty food by 
putting the onus on the country 
of origin. There must be an 
analogy there.” 


RUSSIA SOFT-PEDALS OLD 
ISSUE OF U.N. SEAT FOR CHINA 


TOKYO, Oct. 13 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union today surprisingly 
soft-pedalled its demand that 
Red China be seated on the 
United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Asia and the Far 
East, which opened a five-day 
railway subcommittee meeting 
here today. 

The Soviets merely expressed 
“regret” that a Nationalist Chi- 
nese representative attended the 
meeting, instead of a Red China 
member.

MOLOTOV LEAVES 


GERMANY, PLEDGES 
REUNIFICATION AID 


BERLIN, Oct. 13 (AP)—Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
left by plane today for Moscow 
after an eight-day visit to East 
Germany 


In a_ farewell statement, 
Molotov said he was certain ef- 
forts to reunify Germany “will 
be supported by all peace-loving 
peoples.” 

His visit, ostensibly to cele- 
brate the fifth anniversary of 
the East Germain government, 
came just as the nine-power 
conference in London was 
agreeing to rearm West Ger- 
many as a sovereign partner in 
the Western alliance 

Molotov warned that West 
German membership in such an 
alliance would end all chances 
of reunification and held out 
the hope that the Soviets would 
agree to free elections looking 
toward unification if the Ger- 
mans remained disarmed. 

Officials of the East Zone’s 
Communist government, includ- 
ing Prime Minister Grotewohl 
and party chieftain Walter 1U1- 
bricht, saw Molotov off both 
pledged “firm ties” with the 
Soviet Union for the 18,000,000 ’ 
East Germans.

RS. H. died last night. No one knows why, nor is any- 
M one going to find out. 

She had been coming to the clinic once a week 
for treatment of heart muscle weakness, the kind that you 
can have for many years of good active life. Hers had just 
begun. She had been more than thoroughly examined with 
repeated EKG’s, X-rays, other tests as well as repeated 
physical examinations. Everything except her heart was in 
good shape. 

The last time Mrs, H. came to the clinic, five days be- 
fore she died, she was improving. Her symptoms had sub- 
sided. We had no reason to be concerned about her. Her 
next appointment was a week later or even two if she felt 
all right, as we expected she would. 

But she died last night. Mrs. H. lived with her daugh- 
ter. The daughter found her dead, so she says,

“have many communities in the United States. Here as else- 


where, the coroner doesn’t even need to be a doctor. 

In such a case as this, when the doctor refuses to sign 
the death certificate because he honestly feels unable to put 
down any reasonable cause of death, the coroner takes over. 
He inspects the body and, finding no mortal wounds visible, 
signs the death certificate. No autopsy is required by law 
here in such cases unless the coroner orders one. 

Mrs. H. could have died from poison, hot lead poured 
in the ear, or anything else that would not leave any visi- 
ble external mark. No one would know. She might have 
died naturally or from suicide, No one knows. Nor; under 
the antiquated coroner system, will anyone ever know.

IN CITIES where people care what happens to them- 
selves and others, medical examiner systems have been set 
up. In such a city, the medical examiner, by law, would in- 
vestigate the manner'and cause of death if (1) a doctor 
hadn’t been in attendance recently or if the doctor was 
dubious about the cause or (2) the circumstances suggested 
homicide, accident or suicide. : 

The examination would include an autopsy by the med- 
ical examiner. He is specially trained in the study of dis- 
eased, injured and poisoned body tissues. 

Such medical examiners are appointed-after stiff com- 
petitive examinations as to training, fitness and special 
competence. The job pays-well, enough to attract specially 
trained doctors of medicine. 

' Once an excellent medical examiner is employed by the 
city or ty (or by the state in those areas whose cities 
and counties are too sparsely populated to require their own 
M.E.’s), he is free from political interference. He doesn't 
have to run for office in competition with politicians. 

Simply requiring that the coroner be a doctor is not 
enough. It’s a step in the right direction but not far enough.

She Remembers Grandma---as a Cook 


Marian O'Brien Writes a Book From Her Memories—Successful Career as Author on Food

HEN Marian Maeve O’Brien 
, was a child she lived 

with her Grandmother and 
Grandfather Leicéster. Grand- 
father, Arthur J. Leicester, pi- 
loted a succession of river boats, 
and he was always meeting visit- 
ing celebrities and bringing 
them to his Flad avenue home 
for dinner. M@&adame Melba, 
Lillian Russell and many other 
luminaries of the day ate at his 
table. And lucky they were, 
too, for Grandomther Leicester 
ent to her grandchildren 
after their mother died, Molly to 
her friends—was an enthusiastic 
cook with a love of entertaining. 

She took her talent seriously, 
too; after each dinner, she wrote 
about it in detail, who the guests 
were and what she served. 

Mrs. Leicester has been dead 
for many years but she will live 
again in a book, “Gay Nineties 
Gourmet,” soon to be published 
by Doubleday and written by 
her granddaughter, Marian. Now 
Mrs. Thomas O’Brien, of 3 Or- 
chard lane, Kirkwood, grand- 
daughter Marian grew up with 
such respect for fine food, beau- 
tifully served that she has made 
a career of writing about it. And 
frequently in her descriptions of 
delicious delicacies, along with 
the recipes for brioche or baba 
au rhum, in House and Gar- 
den, and the Ladies Home 
Journal, she tells how she re- 
members “Mama.” 

“She always wore silk 
dresses,” Mrs. O’Brien recalls 
her grandmother’s appearance. 
“When she worked in the 
kitchen she covered them with 
big gingham aprons, but she al- 
ways kept a fancy starched one, 
edged with hairpin lace, nearby. 
The minute the doorbell rang, 
she’d whip off the gingham 
apron and put on the lacey one. 

“Now. that I think back on it, 
I don’t know if she was really 
a wonderful cook, but what a 
flair she had. Her tables were 
beautiful, always decorated with 
big epergnes. We never sat 
down that it wasn’t a company 
meal. After all, pork chops are 
just pork chops unless you give 
them love and time and care.” 

Her granddaughters grew up 
with definite ideas on dining 
room decor and Mrs. O’Brien 
remembers with amusement how 
they tried to surprise their 
grandmother one year with a 
superlative floral’ centerpiece 
for Thanksgiving day. When the 
florist asked if the dinner was 
to be formal, the girls replied 
that of course it was, all their 
dinners were. Thanksgiving 
morning the centerpiece arrived, 
the complete length of the table 
and about a foot wide. 

“My grandmother said, ‘Some- 
body’s dead, that’s a funeral 
piece.” She had, of course, the 
usual 19 vegetables and huge 
turkey and mo room for the 
centerpiece, I remember my 
sister and I were in tears 
as Grandmother insisted she 
wouldn't have it on the table. 
Finally we stood it on end by 
the fireplace and I remember 
my father saying, ‘Don't worry, 
girls, we'll get just as much 
pleasure out of it there.’” 

Writing was another impor- 
tant part of life on Flad ave- 
nue, Mrs. O’Brien’s father, Al- 
fred Plowman, was a bookkeeper 
who wrote fiction in his spare 
time and was published regu- 
larly in Reedy’s Mirror, Mun- 
sey’s, Peoples’, and Simmon’s 
magazines. 

“One of my earliest memo- 
ries,” she says, “is of being in 
bed late at night, begging papa 
to turn off the lights so I could 
go to sleep. ‘I just want to finish 
the last few pages,’ he’d always 
tell me.”

Papa, now 73, is still a writer 
though most of his time is given 
to managing the office of son- 
in-law O’Brien’s manufacturing 
company. He and his _  sec- 
ond wife, affectionately called 
“Honey” by her stepchildren, 
live in University City. Mrs. 
Plowman was Marian’s fifth 
grade teacher and the first one 
to enaourage her writing ability 
by posting her composition 
“Harvest Time” on the black- 
board.

ESPITE this early boost, the 

future author did not take to 

writing until much later. After 
McKinley High and Washington 
University night school, she 
studied an accounting course 
which her father was selling and 
got a job as an accountant. As 
a career girl with an apartment 
of her own, she followed grand- 
ma’s pattern of entertaining and 
often had little dinners for 30 
people. After she married Tom 
O’Brien she became a fulltime 
homemaker and it wasn’t until 
five years ago that she began to 
write. 

“I had two small children and 
no baby sitters,” she Says, “so 
I turned to writing for an out- 
side interest. I followed the old 
saw about ‘writing what you 
know.’ The only thing I knew 
was home cooking, so I sat down 
and wrote a piece on Mama’s 
Christmas cookies. I sent it to 
House and Garden and they 
bought it and to my dying day 
I'll never forget what a thrill it 
was. Later on, the editors told 
me the only reason I’d broken in 
at the top was because I didn’t 
have sense enough to start at 
the bottom.” 


Editors are the most wonder- 
ful people in the world, in the 
opinion of Marian O’Brien. It 


was editor Susie Gleaves of 


House and Garden who first told 
her that grandma’s recipes had 
book possibilities and she should 
compile them with that in mind. 
It was Susie Gleaves, too, who 


suggested she try fiction and 


then asked a top fiction editor 
to read her work and make con- 
structive suggestions. As a re- 
sult, Mrs. O’Brien has _ sold 
stories to Redbook and Ameri- 
can magazine, in addition to 
more than 35 confession mag- 
azine stories. 

A chance letter to Ruth 
Teague, editor of Conversation 
Piece, a food feature of Ladies 
Home Journal, led to a friend- 
ship and also to an introduction 
to an agent who has spurred on 
her writing efforts. Mrs. O’Brien 
now is a frequent contributor 
to the Journal and last year, 
among her projects helped to 
find a local couple for the How 
Younes America Lives series. 


With the January issue of 


House and Garden, she will 
have a regular monthly feature, 
Quick Tricks, in which Grand- 
ma’s fancy recipes will be 
streamlined for today’s living, 
with packaged frozen or canned 
foods, and recipes that take a 
maximum of 30 minutes to pre- 
pare. Eventually, Quick Tricks 
will be a book, too. 

Along with writing food arti- 
cles, fictidn, and an occasional 
commercial cooking booklet, 
Mrs. O’Brien has a couple of 
other skillets on the stove. This 
year she’s president of the local 
Writer’s Guild, president of the 
Robinson School P.-T.A. in Kirk- 


wood, and a teacher of adult 
education classes. One course, 
Today’s Entertaining, was so 
popular that it turned away 60 
prospective students last year. 
This fall it will be offered at 
Kirkwood High School on Mon- 
day nights, at the St. Louis 
County .YWCA on Wednesday 
mornings, and at University 
City’s adult school on Tuesday 
mornings. On Tuesday after- 
noons, at University City, she'll 
teach Creative Writing for 
Housewives. All creative writing 
is similar, she feels, whether it's 
about romance or recipes.

Use Beef 
Kidneys for 
Tasty Stew: 


By Edith M. Barber 


IDNEY and liver are often 
K ciassed together. This is nat- 

ural for some reasons, as 
both veal and lamb supply these 
in their most delicate form. 
While beef liver is used to some 
extent, beef kidney has a rather 
larger use, as it is so particularly 
good when stewed. 

A kidney stew is highly ap- 
proved by epicures when it is 
well seasoned after it has been 
cooked long enough for tender- 
ness. A beef and kidney pie is 
an English specialty that some 
Americans like to have occasion- 
ally en their menu list. Of 
course, there are a number of 
persons who do not know kid- 
neys well enough to love them, 
but often they may be converted 
if they can just be persuaded to 
taste the food. 

Veal and lamb kidneys are 
tender enough to be sauteed 
without previous cooking. The 
beef kidneys should be split be- 
fore the white veins are re- 
moved. Then they should be 
cut in pieces and soaked about 
an hour in cold water. They 
should be covered with fresh 
water, brought to a boil, and 
drained. They are then ready to 
be given the final cooking. 


It takes a little time to pre- 
pare beef kidneys well, but this 
is worth-while as they are the 
least expensive of the various 
types of kidneys. 

Kidney Stew. 


Two beef kidneys, one-fourth 
cup butter or margarine, one 
tablespoon (or more) minced 
onion, three tablespoons flour, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two cups 
water, one tablespoon vinegar or 
sherry, or one teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce. 


Split kidneys. Remove veins 
and slice. Soak one hour in cold 
salted water. Drain and cover 
with fresh water. Bring to boil, 
and cook about one hour until 
tender. Melt butter or margar- 
ine, add onion and kidneys and 
cook over medium heat two min- 
utes. Stir in flour and season- 
ings, and when well blended, add 
water, stirring constantly until 
sauce thickens slightly. Add 
vinegar or sherry, or Worcester- 
shire sauce, cover, and let sim- 
mer over very low heat 10 to 15 
minutes. Add more salt, if nec- 
essary. Yield: Six servings.

This also explains the search 
for someone to whom they 
can commit their choice, who 
will do their thinking for 
them and relieve them of the 
awful burden of the conse- 
quences of their free deci-

Communism in democracies 
is more. popular among the 
intelligentsia than among the 
workers or the uneducated, 
for the simple reason that the 
former are more jaded and 
depressed; seeking for some 
release from their anxieties 
and the sad consequences of 
their acts, they become an 
easy prey to Communism, 
which gives them an object 
of dedication in which myth 
and ‘mental slavery wed 
like two evil genii. 

This search for someone to 
whom neurotic minds can com- 
mit themselves, explains the 


facile surrender of minds to . 


totalitarianism.

TWO RUSSIAN WRITERS 
of the nineteenth century 
foretold that this state of af- 
fairs would come to pass in 
the twentieth century; one of 
them predicted that the lead- 
ers to whom free minds would 
surrender themselves would 
come from Russia. 

Soloviev said that the lead- 
er who would captivate souls 
in our generation would be 
the author of a book on 
“Peace and Security for the 
World.” Millions would sub- 
mit to him as supreme author- 
ity in the political and eco- 
nomic sphere for no other rea- 
son than because he promised 
bread. 

Dostoievski also foretold 
that Russia and the world 
would fall to the “temptation 
of bread and power.”

ONE CANNOT help but 
contrast this search for a dic- 
tator or an economic king 
with Our Blessed Lord when 
He fed the bread to the multi- 
tudes in the desert. Having 
fed the hungry masses, they 
“sought to make Him King.” 

It is ever in the Human 
heart, when it loses its love 
of the spiritual, to worship 
those who promise full stom- 
achs or economic power. They 


wished to make Him King in 
opposition to all the kings of 
the earth; instead of surren- 
dering themselves to Him and 
his sublime’ Doctrine about sin 
and redemption, they willed 
to have Him submit to them- 
selves. 

They did not want to be 
drawn up to Him, but to 
draw. Hi down to them. 
However sincere and enthusi- 
astic they were, they were, 
nevertheless, bent on pulling 
Divinity down to the level of 

the human. 

Though He Who was rich 
became poor for our sake, yet 
He would not be an earthly 
King by force. 

A poor blind man could stop 
Him on the roadway to be 
cured of his blindness, but not 
all the masses with their uni- 
versal acclaim and sufferage 
could make Him King. 

Then He laid His finger on 
their error: “You seek Me be- 
cause you did eat bread and 
were filled.” They sought Him 
not for the higher part of 
their being, but for their stom- 
achs; not for His morality, but 
for their economics; not for 
His saving grace, but because 
of the dormancy of the spir- 
itual in their souls.

WHEN LOAVES are more 
valued than Divine Power 
which multiplied them; when 
streams are more admired 
than the fountains that pro- 
duced them, mankind will ac- 
cept any kind of a king that 
promises bread and plenty. 

Nor let it be forgotten that 
He Who promised the spiritual 
did not deny bread to the poor. 

Our hopes and our liberties 
are sold too cheap when they 
are bartered away to him who 
feeds the body and leaves the 
soul naked. 

This is the problem: The 
whole world is dying of hun- 
ger—the Eastern world is dy- 
ing of hunger of body; the 
Western world is dying of 
hunger of soul. 

The first will be fed, but not 
by those who hate liberty 
when they give them flour; 
the Western world will be 

saved by feeding the East 
while recognizing their own 
hunger of the Spirit and by 
seeking again the true King 
of Hearts Who gives “The 
_ Bread of Life.”
